When Bill Twist became president of the SAC fresh 
man class in 1938, he was a sun-tanned adventurer jus 
back from a seven-months cruise in the South Pacific. 


Soon after graduation from Newpart Harbor Unioy 


High School, Twist shipped aboard the yacht “Stranger 


to help collect animals, tropical 
fish and native curios: 


Term as President Helpful 

After serving a term as fresh- 
man class president, Twist was 
elected president of the Associated 
Students. In an interview, Twist, 
who is today plant superintendent 
and junior partner of the Towner 
Manufacturing Company said that 
the experience of serving as a stu- 
dent officer had been valuable in 
gaining “confidence to stand up in 
front of alot of people.’’ Learning 
parliamentary procedure helped 
when he joined other organiza- 
tions later, he said. 

Twist.was a member of the 1937 
football team, that won a co- 
championship with San Bernardino 
College. He was also a member of 
the 1937 and 1938 Rugby team. 
“Some of my best friends today 
were members of the 1937 foot- 
ball team,’”’ commented Bill Twist. 

Shop Training Valuable 

Twist wishes that he had taken 
machine shop courses while he was 
at SAC. “A plant superintendent 
who has had machine shop train- 
ing knows more of what is going 
on.” said Twist. “The training is 
very valuable even if the student 
is not going to follow the machin- 
ist trade,” he added. 

Bill Twist found that junior col- 
lege was much easier than the 
four-year colleges. He admitted 
that he probably would have 
studied a little harder if he had 
known more about the larger 
schools. However, he made the 
transition to Stanford University 
“with very little difficulty.” 

Twist Marries SAC Co-ed 

In 1937 young Bill Twist met 
Audrey Sattler, a freshman at 
SAC. They were married in 1940. 
The new Mrs. Twist transferred to 
Stanford from Pomona College 
and finished her senior year there 
with her husband, both graduating 
with the class of ‘41. The Twists 
now have four children, one 
daughter, and three sons. 

After graduation from Stanford 
Twist was selected by the General 
Electric Company as one of their 
test engineers to go back to Sche- 
nectady, New York for special 
training. 

Joins Towner Company 

After eight months training in 
the East, Twist returned to Los 
Angeles to design tools, and plan 


work procedures for the produc 
tion of airplanes. He joined th 
Towner Manufacturing. Compan
